Among the many projects now in 
operation

there is none more interesting than 
that O'- the Carlsbad project of the 
Pecos Valley in New Mexico. This 
valley has long been famous for its 
Fertility of soil and the perfection 
of its dim ite. 


A little extract from an article by 
F. L. Vandergrift will 
give an in­ 
sight into the work that ic being 
carried on there. The Carlsbad proj­ 
ect includes two reservoirs and a 
system of canals stretching 22 miles 
southward to a junction with Black 
River, a tributary of the Pecos, and 
below that nine miles to Red Bluff. 
One of the reservoirs known as Mc­ 
Millan Lake, is twelve miles north 
of Avalon, and is to be used for 
storage. Both are natural basins. Mc­ 
Millan is similar in construction to 
Hondo, earthen dams supplementing 
intervening hills of the messa. Alva- 
lon is a cement dam across the river, 
behind which a natural depression of 
the earth’s surface makes room for 
an extensive reservoir. This reser­

•provided for, may unfortunately be 
himself the president of the United 
States, that the action, whether civil 
or criminal, may be brought in the 
district where the plaintiff resides 
and the libelous language was used 
or ipubli&bed, and S'umimons miay be 
forwarded to the District of Colum- 
bia for service, thus giving the plain- 
tiff in the remote i>arts of the Unit- 
ed States, who may chance to be 
enable financially to cross the con- 
tinent and await tardy justice in the 
District of Columbia, a full oppor- 
tunity to hav* redress for his wrongs 
committed by such defendant." 


Gov. HaskeH adds: 
"I believe its addition will not only 


yield a greater, measure of justice 
to our people, hut will bring tack to 
the American citizen a stronger feel- 
ing of patriotic respect for our public 
officials, even unto the chief magis- 
tarate." 


Not long ago when Gov. Haskell 


made the statement 'he was having the 
l:w looked into with a. view ot bring- 
ing action against President Roosevelt 
Co* the latter's utterance in public, 
letters during the national campaign j 
there came to the governor a news- j 
paper clipping quoting the president, 
as agreeing to accept service any-, 
where the proposed platatiBt might 
designate. Acting upon this, Gover- 
nor Haskell sent 'a-letter to the 
president asking If he (the presi- 
den) would accept service at 'Liber- 
ty, Mo., and if not to name any 
place either in Kansas or Missouri. 
The clipping was attached to the let- 
ter, but Gov. Hasfcell said today that 
no answer had been received.

A iittle extract from an article by 


F. L. Vandergrift

into the work that in being 


carried on there. The Carlsbad proj- 
ect 
includes two reservoirs and 
a 


system of canals stretching 22 miles 
southward to a junction with 'Black 
River, a tributary of Ihe Pecos, and 
below that nine milps to Red Bluff. 
One of the reservoirs known as .Mc- 
Millan Lake, is twelve miles north 
of Avalon, and is to lie used 
tor 


storage. Both pre natural basins. Mc- 
Millan is similar in construction lo 
Hondo, earthen dams supplementing 
intervening hills of the messa. Alva-' 
Ion is a cement dam across the river, 
behind which a natural depression of 
the earth's surface makes room for 
an extensive reservoir. This reser- 
voir is for the distribution of the 
water by means of a delivery canal 
which runs around 
tile dam. 


The 
earthen-, embankment of Mc- 


Millan supplementing the messa ag- 
gregating 2.200 feet. The lake, by an 
rregular shore line, is 8 miles long 
by 
J 1-2 miles wide, and

lower end 25 feel deep. It is shal- 
low and its capacity is 1 6,000 acre feet 
nit into it continually flows at low

For 
floods, adequate spillways are pro- 
vided. From McMillan Lake, water, 
when needed, will lie discharged into 
the river and be recaptured by Ava- 
lon dam.

The dam 
is not confined to the narrow gorge 
of the river but extends along the 
iurface above the bluff, on the west1 


side of the stream to the highest] 
mesa. The total length of the crest 
is 11350 feet. The other end of tile 
dam is set 'into a Itene-stone bluff. 
Floods escape by cement spillways, 
so firmly constructed and so wide 
that they carry off any torrent. 


The delivery canal is 6 1-2 feet 


deep, 45 feet wide at the bottom and 
65 feet wide at the top, cut through 
the east bluff. Two main canals carry i 
the water to the fields—one on the 
east side of the river and one on 
the west side. The water divides 3 1-2 
miles below th« dam. The west canal 
Is carried over the river by a ce- 
ment acqneduct 500 feet long -by 48

G-uthne, Ok., De-c. 18,—In a letter

The 
governor's provision is; 


"Sec. 1. Where the offender, whose 


trial and 
punishment as 
hereafter 


'provided for, may unfortunately be 
himself tbe president of the United. 
States, that the action, whether civil 
or criminal, may be brought in the 
district where the plaintiff 
resides 


and the libelous language was used 
or ipublis-bed, and -S'umaMons may be 
forwarded to the District of Colum- 
bia for service, thus giving the 'plain- 
tiff in the remote parts of the Unit- 
ed States, who may chance to be 
unable financially to cross the con- 
tinent and await tardy justice in the 
District of Columbia, a full oppor- 
tunity to have redress for "his wrongs 
committed by such defendant." 


Gov, 
HaskeH adds: 


"I believe its addition will not only 


yield a greater- measuo-e of justice 
to our people, but will bring 'back to 
the American citizen a stronger feel- 
ing of patriotic respect for our pub-lie 
officials, even unto the chief magis- 
tarate."

made the statement 'he •was having the 
l£ w looked intb with a view ot bring- 
ing action against President Roosevelt 
Co* the Matter's utterance in public 
letters during the national campaign | 
there came to the governor a news-j 
paper clipiping q<uot'ng the president j 
as agreeing to accept service any-1 
where the proposed plaintiff might 
designate. Acting upon this, Gover- 
nor HaskeH sent 'a - letter to the 
president asking If he (the presi- 
den.) would accept service at 'Liber- 
ty, Mo., and if not to name any 
place either in Kansas or Missouri. 
The clipping was attached to tbe let- 
ter, but Gov. Ha&bell »ai-d today that 
no answer had been received.
